Mrs. Ford Says Cooke Is Fa- 
‘ ther of Girl; Confession 
May Kill Her. 


JUDGE AND JURY WEEP. 


Cincinnati, O., June 15.—[ Special. }—Mrs. 
Jeannette Stewart-Pord was the central fig- 
ure today of a series of circumstances that 
transformed a courtroom into a stage and a 
sordid story of theft into a drama. 

Mrs. Ford, who has confessed that she 
helped in the downfall of several Big Four 
officials, underwent a crueler ordeal than has 
been the fate of any of her confederates in 
the railway scandal. * 

The woman, a physica) wreck, and oceu- 
pying an invalid’s chair, was compelled under 
eross- examination iv acknowledge that her 
6 year old daughter was born out of wedlock 
and that the defendant in the present trial, 
Edgar 8. Cooke, is the child’s father. 

After Mrs. Ford had pronounced her daugh- 
ter an illegitimate child, she burst into violent 
sobs and tears streamed dow the faces of 
the judge, jury, attorneys, and spectators. 
The mother, clasping the girl in her arms, 
céllapsed, and the cross-examination ceased. 
She is in a hospital tonight and her physician 
says the relapse may prove fatal. 


Wife and Affinity Confronted. 

This climax was only one of several dra- 
matic seenes during the day. Another came 
when Cooke's wife appeared in court and the 
two women were confronted. 

The cross examination of Mrs. Ford was 
merciless. Under the fire of questions she 
admitted having shot and weunded Cooke, of 
hhving had him arrested for assault in Chi- 
cago, and later for nonsupport of their child. 

Letters that had passed between the two 
were read, and then it was Mrs. Cooke's turn 
to Shrink, for in many of them her husband 
had referred to her as O. H.,“ which Mrs. 
Ford testified meant old hag.” 

There was another agonizing moment for 
the wife, when the woman in the wheel chair 
declared that Cooke had taken her to New 
York after promising to marry ber. This 
brought out an exclamation from Mrs.

SINS BUSY MEN’ YESTERDAY 


On Oct. 22, 1900, a negro named William 
Johnson was hanged in the Cook county jail 
for the murder of Patrolman Dennis Fitz- 
gerald. 

This is the latest hanging in Chicago. In 
the 601 days since Johnson was hanged there 
have been 548 homicides recorded by the po- 
Hee. Of this number, 223 are listed as out- 
right murders—men and women killed for 
robbery, jealousy, revenge, blackmail, or 
other unjust reasons. 

Yesterday there were two murders and one 
shooting affray that may result fatally. In 
only one of these cases have arrests been 
made. The shooting in which the assassins 
failed to kill their victim took place a block 
from Death corner”—Milton and Oak 
streets—where in two years six Black Hand 
murders have been committed. The slayers 
went scot free. 

Of the 181 murders in 1910, forty-three were 
attributed to the Black Hand, and it is a 


. notorious fact that to brand a crime with this 


mark, of identification almost automatically 
preciudes the possibility of more than per- 
functory arrests, with invariable releases 
for want of evidence.“ ;

Negro Slayer Eludes Arrest. 

‘Although the police are holding a negro 
who says he is Fred Waldron, for killing 
J. Harry Nohren in the latter’s saloon at 251 
North Paulina street, shortly after 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning, Waldron's accomplice 
escaped and apparently ie as far from cap- 
ture as the slayers of Philip Setko, a Pole. 
Setko’s body was found later in the day in 
yards of the Chicago Junction railroad at 
West Fortieth street and South Oakley ave- 
nue. Setko formerly lived at 1710 West 
Forty-fourth street. 

Setko was beaten and stabbed to death and 
near his body were found a bloodstained

Thie was the only clew the slayer left, but 
the victim’s head was crushed and there 
were fully a score of stab wounce in his 
body, 

It is thought revenge was the murderer's 
motive.

Camorrist Plot Shown, 

A Camorrist plot to exterminate a family 
which had its inception years ago in Palermo, 
Maly; came to light at night in the shooting 
of David Russo, 30 years old, 937 Larrabee 
street.

Experts Show Technical Mis- 
take in Calling Election 
Robs City of Fruits of 
April Polls.

DOUBT CORRECTION SOON. 


$900,000 Issue Knocked Out, 
Too; Government Threats 
Alarm Officials, Who 
„Pass the Buck.“ 


Chieago's plans for a record campaign of 
bridge building were shattered yesterday. 

Instead of the construction of twenty-five 
new spans to replace those worn out or con- 
demned by the federal war department and 
to fill gaps where bridges now are needed, the 
city may see some existing structures de- 
stroyed without being able to take a step to- 
ward replacing them. 

The $4,655,000 bond issue approved by the | 
voters in the April election was declared 
worthless. The declaration was made by ex- 
perts representing those who already had 
agreed to take large amounts of the bonds 
providing their experts approved of the va- 
Hdity of the issue. The experts advised the 
prospective purchasers not to buy the bonds 
because of à technical irregularity in the 
procedure by which their issuance was au- 
thorized. Counsel for the municipality eX- 
pressed a belief that the criticism wag well 
founded, + 


Special Election Specified. 

The mistake made was declared one of the 
most serious “slips” of its kind on record. 
The ordinance directing that the proposed 
bond issue be submitted to the voters pur- 
ported to call a special election tor that 
purpose. 

The ordinances were submitted for ap- 
proval at the general election of April 4. No 
call for a special election was issued, and no 
mention of the bond propositions was includ- 
ed in the call for the general/election in 
which they were submitted to the voters. 

Only three chances of proceeding with the 
bridge building plan were suggested. One 
depends upon favorable action in a test case 
by the IiMnoils Supreme court in an almost 
unprecedentedly brief time. The other rests’, 
upon the possibility that if the special session 
of the legistature continues over July 1, it can 


consider other matters than those mentioned 


in the governor”s call, and that ft will legal- 
ize the issuance of the bonds in some manner 
not yet devised. 


Special Election Would Cost $150,000, 

One other means of meeting the problem 
was suggested, but it is believed tt will 
be frowned upon unless the gituetion be- 
comes more acute than is expected. This 
would be the calling of a special election, 
but the expense of such a procedure would 
be about $150,000, and the city has not that 
amount available, and cannot rales it in its 
ordinary revenues. 

It is feared the 6 of such a 
plan would meet with such popular disap- 
proval that the bond issue—carried ten weeks 
ago after a torcible campaign by the city 
and the association of commerce—would fail. 
The $150,000 would have to be subtracted 
from the city’s necessary expense, and, it is 
predicted, such a step would meet with con- 
demnation. 


Judgment Refunding Bonds Fall, Too. 

With the bridge bonds went down $900,000 
worth of judgment refunding bonds approved 
by the voters in the April election, but the 
despair of city officials at the discovery of 
alleged carelessness was concentrated on the 
probability that no new bridges can be built 
this year. 

The Supreme court adjourns on Thursday, 
and it is almost impossible to get a test case 
before the court in the brief time that re- 
mains. If an effort in this direction , fails 
the city will have to wait until the October 
term—too late for work this year—and even 
then there is the selcom broken rule of the 
court not to decide a case in the term during 
which it is heard. 

The decision might be favorable or adverse 
to the bonds, but the city officials see h 
in the big majority by which the bonds were 
2 


State Legislation Doubted. 

With the other chance for relief—legis)a- 
tive action—there are fully as many ques- 
tions. The legislature may adjourn before 
the first of the month. The city’s lawyers 
are not certain that it could consider the mat- 
ter under any circumstances. An antag- 
onistic feeling toward Chicago exists among 
some of the members of the legislature. And 
there is still to be devised a means of legal- 
izing the bonds, if all these obstacles are 
overcome 

The prospect was a gloomy one to city rep- 
resentatives. It was only through the most 
weighty efforts of the Association of Com- 
merce that the war department was pre- 
vailed upon not to enforce its order directing 
the city to remove the Lake street double 
decked bridge or pay a fine of §$5,000a month. 


Put Off U. .; Point to Bonds. 


The stay of sentence was obtained through 


a showing that the bond issue would clear 


the river. With no bond issue the action 
of the federal authorities is contemplated 
with dread. 

The elimination of the Lake street bridge, 
carrying the Oak Park elevated and several 
street car lines, in addition to a vastamount 
of vehicular and pedestrian traffic, would 
shut off @ great part of the west side from 
ready access to the downtown district. 

This is not the only phase alarming the 
city government. The Washington street 
and La Salle street bridges were aimed to 
relieve loop congestion, and a dozen others 
are almost as badly needed.

Dispute Over Stenographer.: 

This agency was employed by Attorney Wy. 
W. Wheelock, who represents the Empire 
company, to investigate the subject matter 
of the stenographic report, but Thomas Me- 
. Guire of the company said last night that he 
ata not know at the time whom the lawytr 
represented. Exactly what, the detective 
said to Mr. Winslow is a matter of dispute. 

Mr. Winslow asserts the sleuth detailed 
the horrible possibilities of a combination 
of the voting machine companies to boost 
prices upon the Chicago taxpayers. 

The man talked so well that he scared 
me thoroughly.“ said Mr. Winslow.

Lawyer Says Every Postmas- 
ter General Connives at 
Violation of Law. 


AIDS TO EXPRESS GRAFT. 


‘Declares Officials Knowingly Al- 


low Packages to Be Car- 
ried Illegally.

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special. }— 
Charges that every postmaster general for a 
genen tion knowingly has permitted the ex- 
press companies to enrich themselves at the 
expense of the people were made today be- 


- fore the parcels post subcommittee of the 


house of representatives. | 

Attorney Nathan B. Williams of Fayette- 
ville, Ark., produced documents disclosing 
that the express companies have beep al- 
lowed to carry mail matter in spite of the pro- 
hibition of the postal law: The indications 
are that in some cases this failure to enforce 
the law on the part of the postoffice depart- 
ment resulted from willful favoring of the 
express trust. 


express companies have gobbled up all the 
short haul package carrying business on 
which tremendous profits are made, leaving 
to the government the unprofitable long 
haula As a result the express companies 
have ed fabulously rich and the postoffice 
de has inourred a tremendous def- 
icit. 

He arraigned the postal officials severely 
for proposing to eradicate this deficit by in- 
creasing postal rates instead of restoring to 
the department the profitable business done 
unlawfully by the express companies. 


| No Attention to Protests. 

It was shown that if the government en- 
forced its constitutional monopoly’ of the 
postal business there not only would be no 
deficit, but the department would be in a 
position to carry profitably all periodicals at 
the present, if not lower, rates and establish 
a self-supporting parcels post in addition. 

In spite of protests against this discrimina- 
tion in favor of the express companies, the 
postoffice administration has refused con- 
tinuously to disturb the express companies’ 


, enjoyment of this illicit mail package busi- 
‘ness. It is estimated that politics is not 


without its relation to this immunity of the 
express trust from enforcement of the law, 
as the express company officials are known 
to be Heavy contributors to both the Repub- 
lican and the Democratic campaign funds. 
Williams told of his travels in a circle 
through the departments in the search for 
the authority under which express com- 


with impunity. Postmaster General Meyer 
produced a letter written by Attorney Gen- 
eral Wayne MacVeagh to the postmaster 


general in 1881 in which he. construed the 


government monopoly of transportation of 
letters and packets to mean letters and 
packages of letters.“ ‘The express companies 


7 allowed on that basis to continue car- 


rying any packages but letters. 


Continues to Violate Law. 
“The peculiar thing about this opinion, 
said Williams, is that it is in reply to 
an inquiry by the postmaster general ask- 
ing the construction of the word packet 
in relation to first class mall matter. In 
that connection MacVeagh said it meant a 
package of letters, but he didn't say this 
was all it meant. The fact is that express 


‘companies from the first have carried mail 


matter unlawfully, and have not been dis- 
turbed. Only mail matter which bears can- 
celed stamps may lawfully be carried by ex- 
press companies.” 
He then called attention to a bill intro- 
duced by Senator Kenyon providing for 
restoration ot the mail monopoly to the gov- 
ernment. When in the department of jus- 
tice, Mr. Kenyon passed on this question 
and decided that the express companies 
were carrying mail matter unlawfully.* 
There has been a deluge of bills for this 
purpose since the members of congress 
woke up to the failure of the postoffice de- 
partment to enforce the present law. 
The fact is the government must go out 
of business or go in and stay in,“ said Law- 
yer Williams. “ May a state set up a postal 
system? No. May an express company set 
up a postal system? It not oniy may, but 
it has. Are the express companies bigger 
than the government and able to defy it?’ 
Representative Gardner thought the gov- 
ernment never would be able to enforce a 
complete monopoly of carrying mail matter. 
He pointed out that the government would 
only carry a pound of butter when packed 
in a particular way, while private carriers 
would take it unpacked. Williams replied 
that unless packed as required it would not 
be, mail matter. .

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MEATS TESTED ON EATERS 


Senators Cummins and La Fol- 
lette Offer to Try Real 
Glacial Steak. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 18.—[ Special. 
Meat that has been on ice two years is just 
as palatable and wholegome as the fresh 
article, according to Alfred R. Urion and 
a delegation of Chicago packing house offi- 
clals who appeared before the senate manu- 
factures committee today in opposition to 
the Heyburn cold storage bill. 

In proof of their statements the packers 
wil] put their poison squad on the witness 

Senators Cummins and La Fotlette evinced 
great interest in the poison squad, and vol- 
unteered to submit a glacial steak to the | 
test of their, own palates if the packers 11 
produce an article of the requisite age. 


Urion Ignores Challenge. 

Mr. Urion did not accept the challenge, 
but went on hurriedly to explain that, while 
ome meat is kept in cold storage fifteen 
months, only about 5 per cent goes into the 
freezers in all. 

The packers told the senators that, after 
hearing this testimony, they should realize 
the Injustice in the proposal of the Heyburn 
bill to limit storage of fresh mente to seven 
months. 

Mr. Urion insisted a line cannot arbitrarily 
be drawn demarking when meat ceases to 
be fit for human food. As an illustration he 
referred to the restriction that pork should 
not be kept in cold storage longer than four 
months. 

“Unter that provision pork which has 
been in cold storage three months and twen- 
ty-nine days can be sold,” said Mr. Urion, 
“but pork which is kept two days longer 
is unfit for food and must be destroyed.” 


Senators Question Urion. 

Senators Cummins, La Follette, and Reed 
questioned Mr. Urion and developed that the 
chief trouble in the cold storage business 
is with public plants and not those of the 
packers. 

These meats when they leave the distribut- 
ing house of a packer are inspected and only 
that fit for food is passed.

Architect . Organization Asserts 
Ethics Are in Issue. 


CITES RECENT COMPETITION. 


Says There Must Be Uniform Agree- 
ment with Expert as Judge. 


Five Chicago. architectural firme face in- 
vestigation® by the American Institute of 
Architects ‘for Mola tion ot an ethical law 
governing competitions, as defined by the 
institute. The inquiry follows an award of 
a contract for designing the new building 
of the Continental and Cofmmercial National 
bank to the firm of D. H. Burnham & Oo. 
The four institute firme are D. H. Burn- 
ham & Co., Holabird & Roche, Jenney, 
Mundie @ Jensen, and Schmidt, Garden & 
Martin. All submitted designs for the pro- 
posed structure, which is to be one of the 
largest and handsomest building in the 
west. 

Jarvis Hunt, a fifth competitor, is not a 
member of the institute. Mr. Hunt's plans 
were approved by a majority vote of the 
judges to whom the bank had left the de- 
cision of the competition. 


Ignore Decision of Judges. 
But the decision of the judges was ignored 
by directors of the bank in awarding the 
contract to D. H. Burnham & Co. There 
has been a charge of favoritism, Mr. Burn- 
ham being a director of the bank. 
But this has nothing to do with the com- 
plaint of the architectural soctety, whose 
sole complaint regards the violation of its 
rules. 
The code of the institute provides that 
where competitive designs are called for, 
there must be an agreement as to uniformity, 
and, further, that an expert must be em- 
ployed by thé wer to act in an advisory 
capacity. These provisions were eres in 
the bank's competition. 
This rule was called to the attention of 
D. K. Burnham at the time he was asked 
to compete, + He replied by saying that he 
would résign from the institute rather than 
submit to a rule which he conbitered ar- 
bitrary. Later he is said to have econsid- 


ered.

ROUTS SLUGGERS 


Elevator Constructor Wields 
Knife and Repels Attack

POLICE ARREST THREE, 


Grand Jury Adds Tenth Thug to 
List of Indicted Labor 
Assassins. 


When ten sluggers employed hy the ma- 
chinists’ wnion attacked Richard Bartelis 
and two companions, all three elevator con- 
strectors and members of a rival union, they 
discovered that odds of three to one in their 
favor were not enough. 

Bartells told the sluggers he wasn't look- 
ing for trouble. He asked them to move 
along and not molest him and his two friends. 
Mis answer was a blow in the face. 

Bartells opened a small pocket knife and 
started to work on the sluggers, who were 
slugging as if they were being pald on 
a piece work scale. When the police came 
and rescued three of the ten sluggers from 
Bartellse they found they had been nearly cut 
to ribbons. A fourth member of the orig- 
inal band of ten succeeded in making his 
escape with blood streaming down his face 
from several deep gashes. The other six had 
fied long before the police arrived. 


Sluggers Accuse Inténded Prey. 

Bartells was held by the police as a witness 
and the three sluggers were arrested and 
booked on charges of assault and disorderly 
conduct. Then as soon as they had had their 
wounds dressed, two of the sluggers demand- 
ed warrants againet Bartells, charging him 
with assault with a deadly weapon. The 
police had no recourse but to arrest Bartelis, 
but they kept him in the witness room and 
treated him like a hero, while the sluggers 
were thrust into cells.

After I had been knocked 
down twice I drew a pocket Knife and began 
striking at the four men and three others 
who came up at this time to help Russell 
and hig féllows.

Gov. Gonzalez Announces End 


of Special Privileges from 
the Government.

Chihuahua, Mex., June 15-—Reforms im- 
mediately affecting milions of dollars’ worth 
of American property in Mexico were an 
nounced tonight. 4 

Gov. Abrazam Gonzales declared that 
under the new régime foreign concessions 
which might be consideréd monopolies woyld 
not be extended or renewed and every legal 
effort would be made to restrict foreign mo- 


nopolies now existing in Chihuahua, one of 


the richest states in minerals and timber, 
which ig practically gontrolied by American, 
British, and German interests, . 

“All Americans who grieved at the down- 
fall of the Diaz administration will find that 
their grief was well founded,“ said Gov. 
“We do riot intend te take away 


of granting concessions, with their ruinous 
payments of large sums of money to Mexicaa 
politicians, was a virtual selling out of Mex- 


End to Special Privileges. 

For years Mexico has been exploited by 
foreigners until the great body of the people 
have frothing. We were on the verge of be 
coming a nation of paupers. Now all epecial 
privileges shall cease if we can accomplish it. 

Wo hope to maintain the friendliest rela- 
tions with Americans and we shali invite all 
foreign capital to come in, but there will be 
no more gelling out of the country by piece- 
mea We will invite competition, not mo- 
nopoly. If American capital wishes to come 
bere it must be prepared to compete with 
Mexican capital. No exclusive privileges 
will be given to foreigners.” 


Dissent from Land Ruling. 

El Paso, Tex., June 15.—The international 
arbitration court, which has been sitting here 
to decide ownership of $7,000,000 worth of 
property in the southern part of El Paso, 
gave a compromise decision today. It gives 
Mexico part of the land in question and- EI 
Paso part of it. Both the United States and 
Mexico dissent. 

W. J. Warder of California originally filed 
suit in the federal court here to oust persons 
holding title to the land under the Texas 
laws, Warder alleging that he held title from 
Mexico under the Chamizal grant. He con- 
tended the land had been thrown into the 
United States by a sudden change of the 
river. 

The tract is and always has been physi- 
cally and geographically a part of the city 
of El Paso, Tex. About 6,000 of the 40,000 
inhabitants of El Paso live upon the tract. 

In substance, the commissioners found 
that up to a certain point the lands on the 
EI Paso side of the river grew by accretion, 
but at another period there was a sudden 
cutoff by. the river of @ considerable portion 
of Mexican territory,

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TRIESTE STORM KILLS: 400 


Ships Wrecked and Port Badly 
Damaged by Hurricane. 


CREWS. OF VESSELS DROWN. 


Steamers Swept from Moorings and 
Collide with Each Other. 


{BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 


TRIESTE, June 15.—This port was badly 


damaged and many were killed and many 
ships wrecked by a hurricane and abnormal] 
tide that visited the city early today. Waves 
twenty-five feet high swept over the break 
water and flooded the quays. 

It is estimated that the loss of Ife will total 
one hundred. The entire crew of the Dalma- 
tlan coasting steamer Andromeda perished. 

Hight steamships at anchor in the harbor 
were swept from their moorings and either 
collided with one another or dashed against 
the stone quays and were seriously damaged. 

One steamer and several smaller sailing 
' craft were wrecked. A bark that was out- 
side the breakwater sank and twelve of its 
crew were drowned. 

Two otber large sailing vessels at anchor 
outside the breakwater dragged their mud 
hooks and were dashed to pleces against the 
breakwater, Most of their crewe were 
drowned. 

A great number of fishing boats and lighters 
along the coast foundered, Twenty~-tive 
bodies have been recovered. 


SHIPPING STRIKE NEAR END; 
COMPANIES GRANT MORE PAY. 
Advance of $2.50 a Month Made by 


Four Lines Wins Back Several 
Crews—Others to Follow Suit. 


LONDON, June 15.—The important devel- 
opment in the general shipping stiike today 
was the concession. of an advance of $2.50 
a month in wages to all employés involved 
by the White Star company and the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, an example which was 
followed later by the Holt and another line 
at Liverpool. 

\ The present outlook is that the strike wil! 


come to a speedy end, owing to the men's 


lack of organizatian or their indifference. 

At several of the large ports no incon- 
venience because of the strike has yet been 
caused, and nowhere hag there been any real 
accession to the strike movement. On the 
contrary, there were several instances where 
the crews signed without protest.

WRECK OF MAINE 
AN AMAZING ONE 


| Explosion That Sent Battle- 


ship to Bottom Far Greater 
than Was Supposed. 


CHANGES FUTURE PLANS. 


Worse Conditions Revealed as 
Pumping Proceeds; Rains 
Delay the Work. 


HAVANA, June 15.—A terrific explosion, 
more violent than has been supposed, sent 
the battleship Maine to the bottom of Havana 
harbor. 

That the shattering of the bull, expressed 
by the mute testimony of steel ribs bent 


apart, decks upheaved and hurled far from 


their original position, bulkheads crumpled 
like sheets of paper and apparently inex- 
tricable, was far greater than supposed was 
revealed this afternoon as a result of a 


| superficial observation made possible by the 


lowering of the water level in the cofferdam 
a total depth of seven feet. 
On account of this unforeseen revelation 


all plans heretofore proposed for dealing 
with the ultimate removal of the hulk have 
become merely conjectural until a consid- 
erably greater amount of water has been 
pumped out. 


Worse Conditions Revealed. 

As the water receded today every succes- 
sive foot revealed worse conditions ſu that 
portion of the hull forward of amidships, 
which was subjected to the main force of the 
explosion. 

The bow section is still nearly twenty feet 
} below the surface, and here it is belleved the 
destruction will be found to have been even 
more complete. The work of bumping was 
somewhat delayed because of the heavy 
rains and a slight interruption of the electric 
current. It is the intention tomorrow to put 
into service the most powerful pumps and 
lower the water more rapidly 


May Find Bodies Today. 

Col. Black pf the engineer corps, said this 
evening that he had reasonable expectation 
of lowering the water a total depth of eight- 
een or twenty feet within three or four days, 
which would make possible a fairly complete

3,000 Men to Be Thrown Out 
of Work and 20. Miles of 
Paving to Be Held Up. 


OFFICIALS RELENT A BIT. 


Corporation Addressed Again 
After Big Permits Have 
Been Revoked. 


About twenty miles of street paving will be 
blocked, scores of trenches and holes in 
streets and alleys will be kept open, hun- 
dreds of householders seeking gas service 
will have it held from them, and 3,000 men 
will be thrown out of work this morning. 

These were predfctions made yesterday fol- 
lowing action: on the threat of the city 


administration to revoke all permits to the | 


gas company for street and alley openings 
where the work has not been completed. The 
compilation of actual figures was not finished 
during the day, but city employ4és bandling 
such permits made the estimates. 

Formal notice that the revocations will be 
effective this morning was served on the of- 
ficers of the company. It was served upon 
one of its employés in the bureau of ‘streets, 
who handles such matters. He telephoned 
the contents of the notice to the corpora- 
tion officers, and the reply was that the com- 
pany would comply with the orders to stop 
work wherever it is in progress. 


Company Refuses to Talk. 
Officers of the company declined to discuss 
the situation and were silent when asked if 
they expected public protests against the ad- 


ministration's action to cause permits to be 


rescinded. They also declined to discuss 
whether the stopping of work will have any 
effect to force the company to relinquish pos- 
session of W. J. Hagenah’s tabulations, upon 
which he based his recommendation that ine 
price of gas be fixed at F cents. They said 
E. W. Bemis, the critical expert employed by 
the new administration to review Mr. Hage- 
nah’s work, would not be given access to any 
data in the corporation's possession unless a 


favorable reply is given by ite directors next 


week. 

The company ordinarily obtains from 100 
to 120 permits a day, and those outstanding 
include a large numberrunning back for sev- 
eral weeks. There will be no orders issued to 
prevent important repair work in mains and 
service pipes. 


Much New Work Affected. 

A view of the amount of affected work is 
obtained by a list of the most important. 
permits for the laying of mains, as follows:

In addition to these places, mains are being 
laid at a number of important street inter- 
gections, and wherever these occur plans 
for street paving will be held up also. 


Want Paving to Be Undamaged.

If 
they then proceed, the paving will suffer in 
the near future. as it will have to be dug up 
for the replacing of the old mains or the in- 
stallation of the new ones required.

Three Subsidiaries of 
the Standard. 


Injunction Granted Forbids the 
Combination to Stifle 
Competition. 


Topeka, Kas., June 15.-The Kansas Su- 
preme couft today handed down a decision 
in the state’s suit against three subsidiary 
companies of the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey prohibiting. them from combin- 
ing to stile competition. 

The three defendants are the Standard Oil 
Company ot Indiana, the Standard Oil Com- 


company. Each is chartered in Kansas to 
produce, purchase, and otherwise procure 
crude oil, to refine it, and to market it. 


Working as Part of System. 

No one of the companies has been doing 
this. according to the findings. On the con- 
trary, each has been working as part of a 
system. 

It was brought out in the hearing that the 
Prairie Oil and Gas company is the trans- 
partation company, purchasing the crude oil 
and transporting it to the Standard Oli com- 
pany of Kansas, which is the refining com- } 
pany. 

The latter turns the refined products over 
to the Standard Oll company of Indiana, 
which is the marketing end of the enterprise. 
The state asserted this division of labor 
showed an illegal agreement between the 
three. 


Companies Are Enjoined. 

The defendant companies are enjoined 
from owning stock in each other. They are 
enjoined from selling petroleum or petroleum 
products cheaper in one part of the state 
than im another for the purpose of driving 
out competition, and from making’ con- 
tracts with any person to cause the latter 
to refrain from se}ling oil in Kansas. 

The Standard Oil company of Indiana is 
restrained from selling under different 
brands or trade names oil of the same qual- 
ity and value.

ABROAD. | 

Today, if an American wishes to send a 
package by mail, he must keep it below four 
pounds in weight. The maximum is 132 
pounds in Belgium, 110 pounds in Germany 
and Austria, 22 pounds in France, and 11 
pounds in Great Britain, Australia, Italy, 
and even countries like Chile and Cuba. 

In the United States it costs $1.32 to send 


charge would be 18 cents; in Great Britain, 
22 cents; in “~— 20 cents; in Switzerland, 
8 cents. 

Is there any excuse for this huge dis- 
crepancy? Are conditions so different in 
the United States? If so, why does it cost 
an American 16 cents a pound to mail a 
parcel under four pounds from New York 
to Jersey City and only 12 cents a pound 
for parcels up to eleven pounds around the 
world to Australia, to Japan, to Argentina, 
to South Africa? 

Why does the United States postoffice 
discriminate against itself and against the 
American people in this way? For years 
a few Americans have deen building 
great fortunes behind the wall of 
this postal policy. Those fortunes have 


| come out of the pockets of the masses of the 


American people, who have meekly con- 
sented to pay heavy express rates while the 
great government agency of the post turned 
its back upon them. In Great Britain, 
which we have called slow, ultra conserva- 
tive, deficient in snap, hustle, enterprise, 
the postal service really serves the people. 
It delivers both letters and parcels to every 
house in the kingdom. The retail stores of 
England use the post to deliver goods. The

In other words, the great, costly organiza- 
tion of the postal service is in England, and 
generally in Europe, what it long ago should 
have been in the American republic—a uni- 
versa] agent of the people, to the full extent 
of its possibilities.

SAVING THE BABIES. 
More is to be done this summer in Chi- 
cago for the preservation of infant life 
than ever before, both in the way of pre- 
vention and cure. The trained field forces 
will be larger. There will be more volun- 
teer workers and a more dbundant supply 
of ice and milk for those who need them. 
There will be baby tents where mothers 
can bring babies for free consultation and 
treatment. 
This increase in humanitarian activity 
will be owing in part, as the health com- 
missioner admits in his last bulletin, to 
the child welfare exhibit. It has in- 
tensified the zeal of the old workers for 
the babies and enlisted new ones. 
In this, as in other fields of labor, the 
perfect codperation of all the agencies is 
necessary to secure the best results with 
no waste of effort. That has been se- 
cured. There will be no duplication of 
labor. Thanks to that, it is believed that 
the scope and effectiveness of the work 
will be increased one-half. What that 
will mean in the saving of life we may 
learn later in the year. 
The main object in view is prevention 
—keeping well babies well. That calls 
for educational work which shall make 
unnecessary the services of the trained 
nurses and the doctors. The number of 
these cannot easily be increased, but the 
ranks of the volunteer workers who, dis- 
tribute literature and instruct mothers in 
the care of the babies should be full to 
A few timely words of ad- 
vice may save a life.

. wright lasted somewhat longer than the 
others, possibly on account of the notoriety 
hl it brought to bim 

He is consumed with vanity and egotism, 
like sO many geniuses.

Chicago, June 183.—- [Editor of The Tribune.) 
~The address of the German ambassador at 
the convocation of the University of Chicago 
today was a masterly summary of The 
Foundations of the German Emptre,“ both 
historically and politically. Here the re- 
quirements of his official position and the 
occasion compelled him to stop with the past. 
But the German is e dreamer, though the 
fatherland was welded in blood and iron; and 
this is the vision the speaker would have 
given us could he have done 80, a picture 
that is found in more than 65,000,000 Ger- 
man hearts: 

“When Austria's present ruler shall have 
soon died her population of 60,000,000, nearly 
one-third being Germans, her quarter of a 
million square miles, will be annexed to Ger- 
many. So says her unrivaled army, a mil- 
lion of which will be massed in a single 
grand review this summer on some old battle 
gioried plain. This will give her nearly @ 
half million square miles and 116,000,000 peo- 
ple, 80,000,000 being Germans, and an army 
of 10,000,000 in the very heart of Europe. 

“Then she will Grive a wedge through the 
Balkans and seize Saloniki and the eastern 
Mediterranean; then Asia Minor, which she 
is now netting with railnoads; then on con- 
tinuously, appropriating the whole Euphrates 
valley, that she may thus, with Berlin as the 
center, dominate the Persian gulf and the 
Inddan ocean and the eastern trade, which 
has ever made the nations wealthy.”

But zealous soldiers of tie Indiana society 


under the command of oid Bill Nesbit, who 
Itves in Evanston and who is known to the 
Illinois society as the Scourge of the North 
Shore, hunted out the cave in which the loyal 
Illinoisan had,taken refuge and drove him 
away, so he took refuge in the loop in a deep 
basement far underground. But Col. Frankovar 
Morrisovitch, the chief police procurator of the 
Indiana hierarchy, ferreted out the meeting 
place of the IIlinoisan and joined him, under 
the pretense of having been born in Peoria.

The former banker also explained the meth- 
ods by which the American Electric Fuse 
company had been increased from a $25,000 .

an “accumulated profits plan, and it was 
hinted that the reason for Johnson's retire- 
ment from the fuse concern a year and a halt 
ago was brought about by an idea that the 
“ accumulated profits existed only on paper. 


Shared Other Jones Project. 

Developments yesterday showed that the 
other enterprises were“also business fail- 
ures, but it is the belief of men who have 
become involved in the wreck of the American 
Electric Fuse company that this concern had 
to carry the burden of the others. Among 
the other concerns was the Western Tele- 
phone Manufaciuring company, in which 
Johnson and Jones are reported to have sunk 
$200,000 to $300,000, and a telephone exchange 
at Kenosha, Wis., which they sold to the 
Bell company at a reported loss of $60,000. 

An interesting phase of the affairs of t 
American Electric Fuse company was if 
growth in ten years from a struggling $25,000 
corporation to a seemingly successful con- 
cern with a capital stock of $500,000, the capi- 
tal of which had been increased at intervals 
out of its “ purported accumulated profits,” 
in the words of Mr. Johnson.

Hard to Tell Bogus from Genuine. 
The tickets were so near perfect that it is 
hard to tell them from the genuine tickets 
iseued by the street car companies, Attorney 
Crawford asserts it is impossible te say how 
many bogus cards are in circulation. 
Investigation was begun in Cleveland three 
years ago, but no evidence on which an ar- 
rest could be made was discovered until about 
six months ago. Then a conductor was seen 
opening an envelope containing fifty stripe 
of tickets. He was taken incustody and quea- 
tioned. From him the detectives learned the 
tickets were being sold by a man at Akron, O. 
After another long investigation L. P. Ries 
of Akron and his son, Raymond, were ar- 
rested. A complete printing plant and a 
number of plates were found in hig place.
